A thirty per cent shortage is 
reported in the nation. 
Fresh eggs are selling at from 
6S to 70 cents per dozen, with 
chances of going higher. 
Butter lias increased in price

T hat there is need of humanity is evidenced by the plea 
of a I oluinbus newspaperman, thoroughly familiar with the
